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It has been the policy of the Town for the last few years to 
grade and properly finish, either with gravel or crushed stone, one 
or more streets, and to make a special appropriation for that 
purpose. 

The Highway department has usually prepared estimates and 
recommended on what streets this money should be used, and their 
recommendations have been adopted. 

We helieve, however, that it would be more satisfactory if the 
Town was to decide, without any recommendation from the High- 
way Commissioners, where this work should be done, and we 
therefore suggest that the usual appropriations for general work be 
made and that the Town at its annual meeting instruct the High- 
way department as to special streets to be built or rebuilt, and 
make proper appropriations for the same.

From the state reports for 1891, it is shown that there are but 
nine towns or cities in the state that have a higher average of 
assessed personal property per individual assessed. 


Hopedale stands twenty-seventh compared with all the cities and 
towns in the state in relation to its corporation tax—not per capita, 
but as a whole. 


The assessors would suggest to the town the advisability of 
having’ a map prepared showing the location of every building and 
separately taxed lot of land. Surveys of a large portion of the 
town are easily accessible, and the expense would be slight in 
proportion to the benefit. At present the location of land apart 
from building lots is a matter of tradition or guess work, and must 
remain so under the present system. 


The assessors would also call attention to the laxity of certain 
individuals with relation to handing in proper lists of their personal 
property. When this is not done the assessors are privileged to 
estimate as to the supposed value of the same. Under such 
circumstances it is very possible that too high a value may be set, 
from which there is no appeal after the date set for filing such lists. 
Due observance of the law avoids any such possibility.

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In presenting the report for the year 1892, there are compara- 
tively few items of expense to which we need call special attention. 
The amount paid for fuel is less than the previous year, which 
is brought about partly through a reduction in the price of coal 
per ton, and partly by the smaller amount used, as the season as a 
whole was warmer than the average. There is every reason to 
believe that the expense in this direction for 1893 will be much 
larger, as since January Ist we have consumeda very large amount 
of coal, and the price for the coming year is likely to be higher 
than the past. 

In the way of repairs. several important matters have received 
attention. The Grammar School building had needed shingling 
for a considerable time and it seemed imperative that this be done. 
This roof has been put in good condition at an expense of about 
$280. The floor in the upper story of this building was hard pine 
of extremely poor quality, and it was not only impossible to keep 
it clean, but many of the boards were so badly slivered that they 
were liable to make trouble, either for the children or people who 
might attempt to wash the floor. A new floor of birch has been 
laid at an expense of about $240. The above covers all the large 
items of repair. 

In the matter of text books there has been an increase, as many 
of our text books have been in use longer already than was pro- 
phesied to be the average life of a school book in constant use, at 
the passage of the free text book law. We expect our expenses in 
this direction to be somewhat more the coming year than the past. 


We have been obliged to add a few additional school desks 
to accommodate an increased number of pupils at the High 
School; also we have purchased settees for the Grammar School 
building, which was so poorly supplied in this direction that in 
case of visitors we were obliged to send outside to borrow. 

In the way of improvements we have seeded the yard in front 
of the Grammar School building, and have done a little repairing 
on the large plat east of the same grounds. We have also seeded 
several bare places on the grounds near the High School. In 
addition to this, the Grafton & Upton Railroad Company has paid 


s

for seeding the railroad embankment on the side facing the street, 
and unless this should winter-kill badly, there will be a compara- 
tively small amount to be done in this direction another season. 

We have experienced the usual loss of teachers the past year. 
Miss Collagan left just before the close of the winter term, and 
Miss Alma L. Carpenter of Foxboro completed the term, but was 
unable to remain with us longer. Miss Grace Clark, a teacher of 
long experience in the Cincinnati schools, opened the spring term, 
but declined a re-election at the end of the school year; she was 
‘succeeded by Miss Minnie B. McMaster of Southboro, a graduate 
of the Framingham Normal School. Miss Blackman resigned in 
June, and Miss Edith E. Carter of Framingham was elected to 
fill the vacancy. 

At the present time, the schools seem to be running smoothly, 


and our teachers, both new and old, are doing good work. 


The attendance for the year shows an increase in the number of 
scholars belonging, in attendance, and also in the per cent. of 
attendance. There has been a notable decrease in tardiness, with 
the exception of the South Hopedale school, which shows a small 
increase. In connection with this subject, we wish to call attention 
to the following schools which have no tardy marks at all: Grade 
VI. for Spring and Fall terms; Grade IV. for Fall term. Of the 
total number of tardy marks, leaving out the South Hopedale 
school, two-thirds are charged against the boys, and only one-third 
to the girls. 

Two changes have been made in the town by-laws in regard to 
schools during the past year. The first, in accepting the new 
county truant school at Oakdale, West Boylston, Mass., as the 
place to which our truants, in case we have any, are to be sent, 
instead of the school at Lowell, with which we had formerly 
made an arrangement. The second change inserts the words 
‘‘And such children as persistently violate the reasonable rules 
and regulations of the common school” into Section 1, Article 5, 
in accordance with the acts of 1889, Chapter 249. Under this 
by-law as now revised, a child who persistently annoys the 
teacher and disobeys the reasonable rules and regulations of the 
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school, may be sentenced by the court to the truant school the 
same as in ease of truancy. 

The graduating exercises of the senior class in the High School 
were, as usual, held in the Town Hall. There was a very large 
attendance of parents. and friends, and the exercises were extreme- 
ly satisfactory to all. Mr. William E. Hatch, Superintendent of 
Schools in New Bedford, Mass., favored us with a very interesting 
and instructive address on the occasion, and presented the 
diplomas to the graduating class. 

The present signal for no school is struck upon the fire alarm 
bell, and is four strokes repeated four times; at 7.30 it indicates 
no school in the morning for the High School and lower grades; 
at 8.15, no school in grades below the High; at 11.30, no school 
in the afternoon. 

We call attention to certain laws in regard to contagious diseases, 


also in regard to other matters of interest. 


Every person haying under his control a child between the ages 
of eight and fourteen years, shall annually cause such child to 
attend some. public day school in the city or town in which he 
resides, and such attendance shall continue for at least thirty 
weeks of the school year if the schools are kept open that length 
of time, with an allowance of two weeks’ time for absences not 
excused by the superintendent of schools or the school committee, 
and for every neglect of such duty the person offending shall, upon 
the complaint of a school committee or any truant officer, forfeit 
to the use of the public schools of such city or town, a sum not 
exceeding twenty dollars; but if such child has attended for a like 
period of time a private day school approved by the school com- 
mittee of such city or town, or if such child has been otherwise 
instructed for a like period of time in the branches of learning 
required by law to be taught in the public schools, or has already 
acquired the branches of learning required by law to be taught in 
the public schools, or if his physical or mental condition is such 
as to render such attendance inexpedient or impracticable, such 
penalty shall not be incurred. 

The school committee shall not allow a child who has not been 
duly vaccinated to be admitted to or connected with the public 
schools. 

Chapter 198 of the Acts of 1885 provides that the school com- 
mittees shall not allow any pupil to attend the public schools 
while any member of the household to which such pupil belongs 
is sick of small-pox, diphtheria or scarlet fever, or during a period 
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of two weeks after the death, recovery or removal of such sick 
person; and any pupil coming from such household shall be 
required to present to the teacher of the school the pupil desires 
to attend, a certificate from the attending physician or board of 
health, Si the facts necessary to erititles him to admission, in 
accordance with the above regulation. 

No child under thirteen years of age shall be employed at any 
time in any factory, workshop or mercantile establishment. No 
such child shall be employed in any indoor work, performed for 
wages or other compensation, to whomsoever payable, during the 
hours when the public schools of the city or town in which he 
resides, are in session, or shall be employed in any manner during 
such hours, unless during the year next preceding such employ- 
ment he has attended school for at least twenty weeks, as 
required by law. 

No child under fourteen years of age shall be employed in any 
manner before the hour of six o’clock in the morning or after the 
hour of seven o’clock in the evening. No such child shall be em- 
ployed in any factory, workshop or mercantile establishment, ex- 
cept during the vacation of the public schools inthe city or town 
where he resides, unless the person or corporation employing him 
procures and keeps on file a certificate and employment ticket for 
such child as prescribed by section four of this act, and no such 
child shall be employed in any indoor work, performed for wages 
or other compensation, to whomsoever payable, during the hours 
when the public schools of such city or town are in session, un- 
less as aforesaid, or shall be employed in any manner during such 
hours unless during the year next preceding such employment he 
has attended school for at least twenty weeks as required by law; 
and such employment shall not continue in any case beyond the 
time when such certificate expires. The chief of the district 
police, with the approval of the governor, shall have authority to 
designate any kind or kinds of employment in factories, work- 
shops or mercantile establishments as injurious to the health of 
children under fourteen years of age employed therein, and after 
one week’s written notice from the said chief to the employer or 
his superintendent, overseer or other agent of such designation no 
such child shail be employed in any such kind or kinds of employ- 
ment in any factory, workshop or mercantile establishment. 


No child under sixteen years of age shall be employed in any 
factory, workshop or mercantile establishment unless the person 
‘or corporation employing him procures and keeps on file the cer- 
tificate required in the case of such child, and also keeps on file a 
full and complete list of such children employed therein. 

Every parent or guardian of a child under fourteen years of age 
who permits any employment of such child contrary to the pro- 
visions of this act, and every owner, superintendent or overseer of 
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any factory, workshop or mercantile establishment who employs 
or permits to be employed therein any child contrary to the  pro- 
visions of this act, and any other person who employs any child 
contrary to the provisions of this act shall, for every such offence, 
forfeit not less than twenty nor more than fifty dollars for the use 
of the public schools of the city or town. Every parent, guardian, 
or person authorized to sign the certificate prescribed by section 
four of this act, who certifies to any materially false statement 
therein, shall be punished by fine not exceeding fifty dollars, ar by 
imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

A failure to produce to a truant officer or inspector of factories 
the certificate required by the provisions of this act shall be prima 
facie evidence of the illegal employinent of the child whose cer- 
tificate is not produced. 

Every owner, superintendent or overseer in any such establish- 
ment, who employs, or permits to be employed therein, a child 
under fourteen years of age who cannot read and write, while the 
public schools in the city or town where such child lives are in 
session, and every parent or guardian who permits such employ- 
ment, shall, for every such offence, forfeit not less than twenty 
nor more than fifty dollars for the use of the public schools of such 
city. or town. 

Whoever wilfully and maliciously or wantonly and without 
cause destroys, defaces, mars or injures a schoolhouse, church or 
other building erected or used for purposes of education or teli- 
gious instruction, or for the general diffusion of knowledge, or 
an outbuilding, fence, well or appurtenance of such schoolhouse, 
church or other building or furniture, apparatus or other property 
belonging to, or connected with, such schoolhouse, church or 
other building, shall be punished by fine not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment in the jail not exceeding one 
rear. 

Chapter III of the Acts of 1890 provides that in all the public 
schools of the Commonwealth the last regular session prior to 
Memorial Day, or a portion thereof, shall be devoted to exercises 
of a patriotic nature. 


The regulation of the committee relative to the admission of 
children who have not before attended school, provides that such 
scholars are received only during the first two weeks of the 
Spring and Fall terms, at which time new classes are formed. 
Other children may be admitted at any time upon application to 
the committee. 

In connection with the subject of botany, a large number of spec- 


imens were brought to the various rooms’of the Grammar School 


—_- - - 
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building during the Spring term, In Miss Walker’s room, 176 
specimens; Miss Blackman’s, 230; Miss Holbrook’s, 262, and 
Miss Flagg’s, 264. There was much rivalry manifested between 
the scholars of the different rooms as to which should make the 
largest record, and the result showed that a very careful research 
must have been made by many of the children. The largest num- 
ber of flowers brought in was by Gertrude Parsons, 46 specimens, 
in Miss Flagg’s room, and by Daisy Dutcher, 37 specimens, in 
Miss Holbrook’s room. 

As a means of improving the general deportment of the chil- 
dren in the schools, an experiment has been tried of allowing each 
scholar having perfect deportment for the week, to go home 
earlier on Friday afternoon, and thus far it seems to work well. 

Special exercises were held by all the schools on October 21, 
the day set apart in commemoration of the discovery of America 
by Columbus. The program will be found in connection with 
other statistics appended to the report. Our thanks are due to the 
members of the Hopedale Brass Band, and to the members of 
Post 22, G. A. R., who assisted materially on this occasion. 

Owing to the fact that on several occasions both Grammar and 
High Schools have been obliged to be closed on account of the 
buildings being cold, special attention was paid to the heating 
during the extreme cold week early in January, and the committee 
were satisfied that if the fires can have proper and intelligent care, 
the buildings can be kept warm. It is unfortunate, however, that 
as yet we have not been able to secure a competent man for jani- 
tor who can make a business of attending to this work, as it is 
too much to expect the average school boy to do the mechanical 
work of attending to the buildings and fires, and be a_ sufficient 
weather prophet to anticipate the sudden changes to cooler 
weather wherein we have the trouble. 

The flags which had been presented to the schools about two 
and one-half years ago by Mr. G. A. Draper having nearly worn 
out in service, he has generously replaced them with another set. 
They are shown when the schools are in session on pleasant days, 


and are believed to be of decided value, both in an educational and 
patriotic way. 
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Messrs. George Draper & Sons have donated to the town dur- 
ing the past year the small triangle of land adjoining the High 
School lot south of the railroad embankment, and which was cut 
off from their house lot by the Grafton & Upton railroad. We 
have also had the gift of a strip of land on the South Hopedale 
premises from Mr. Samuel Gaskill. This strip is directly at the 
rear of the present lot, and will enable the town to make a much 
needed addition to the building without purchasing additional 
land. The High School has been presented by Rev. Mr. 
Kitishema with a Japanese grammar, and copy of a letter written 
by a soldier in the Japanese army. The thanks of the committee 
and town are due to all of the above for their generous remem- 
brance. 

Owing to the lack of funds to do everything in one year, 
we were unable to paint the school buildings as expected, but 
hope to do so the coming season. There is much need of addi- 
tional store room at the South Hopedale school house. ‘The 
front is already in need of repairs, and by an expenditure of about 
$600, an addition of 15 feet can be built at the rear of the building, 
giving room for coal and for the storage of kooks and 
supplies. This will also include reshingling the roof, which 
is needed, and change the front, making one entrance in the 
centre with a porch, and removing the long front stairs, which 
will barely hold together until the end of the present school year. 
Anticipating this improvement, the land above referred to has 
been given to the town by Mr. Samuel Gaskill, and we recommend 
for the entire school appropriation, including the above, for the 
coming year, the sum of $6000. ‘This is $4co more than the 
appropriation last year, as we should not be able to make this — 
addition to the South Hopedale building without the additional 
amount, although we should devote something from the general 
appropriation toward it.

SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE HOPEDALE PUBLIC LIBRARY, 


This report covers the year 1892. By the resignation of Mr. A. 
T. Gifford, it became necessary to elect a new member to serve until 
the next annual meeting of the town. Mr. Timothy Osgood was 
duly elected ata joint meeting of the selectmen and remaining 
members of the board. 

This has been the most prosperous year since the library began, 
because of the increased amount of money appropriated, enabling 
the trustees to furnish the patrons with nearly double the amount 
of new books this year over last. This is attested by about one 
thousand more visitors during the vear, and more than this number 
of books taken for home use. 

In Mrs. T. E. Babcock’s resignation, the library lost a valuable 
assistant, whose place will not be easy to fill. Miss Georgiena 
Bailey was at once appointed to fill the place, and Mrs. Timothy 
Osgood kindly consented to learn the method, so as to assist Miss 
Bailey. Miss Bailey having had several years’ experience as 
assistant to Mrs. Babcock, we have been enabled to go on with as 
little inconvenience as could be expected. 

It will be necessary the coming year to make additional shelf 
room, which will cost not less than one hundred dollars, together 
with some increase in binding, which will make our expenses a 
little more the coming year. We recommend the same amount be 
appropriated for the coming year as for 1892, viz.: $1000 and the 
proceeds of the dog tax returned by the county. The value of the 
library as town property is $560. 

The foregoing, together with the financial and book account, we 
submit as our report for the year.
